A Salvatioa Carnival 
at jflontroaL 

HOW WE 8Pm CH1IST1MS. 

/ (From the Montreal Qotetk.) 

There is dot the least doubt In the minds 
of anybody now hut that the fl&Ivnimn 
Army has come hero to stay. Christmas 
Day, with ill train of indigestlbles, late 
hours and general frivolity, has gone, but 
ths spirit of charily has not gone with it 
The reaction has apparently not msdo its 
abearance among the Salvation Army 
workers, for yesterday they undertook as 
big a oontreet as has been heard of in this 
oily for a long time. For some days 
previously an unlimited supply of freo 
tickets had been distributed among the 
ministers of the city and other responsible 
persons, whioh entitled the reorient to a 
good Christmas dinner at the Salvation 
Temple last evening. The Array deliber 
ately prepared a good meal for all the 
genuine unemployed in the city, and even 
then they were not too searching in their 
enquiries as to whether ths applicant! 
really were out of employrauut or nut, 
knowing fall well tbut many who have got 
work arc nearly m tuuuh iu need ot good 
substantial food as those who have nut. 
The only qualification necessary was 
poverty and hunger, and men of all races, 
creeds and no creeds were alike admitted 
to entrain the good things provided. The 
provisions were to a great extent the do- 
nations of charitable citizens, but ths Army 
contributed a full share towards tbe re- 
sults, including the whole labor of organiz- 
ing and carrying out the arrangement!!, 
which were simply perfection. The occa- 
sion waa also made the celebration of the 
fourth anniversary of the founding of the 
institution tn Montreal, and the army had 
the proud satisfaction of setting among 
those who sat down to partake of their 
beneficence many of those who in the early 
days of its moveiueut persecuted and 
annoyed the promoters. Major J, Hpooner, 
Mrs, Hpooner, and Captain A, I3rice,oflhs 
Montreal Salvation corps, personally super- 
intended the arrangements, and Baveral 
ladies of ths different churches assisted the 
fsminine element of tho Vruiy iu the work 
of waitlug upon the gnosis. Five long 
tahlea wero laid in the large hull, eaah laid 
for about forty person , and when llio 
OautU reporter arrived on tho scene the 
soldiers were busily engaged in cutting up 
large joints of roast beef, and arranging 
the first portions on the ubles. '1'hn fore 
Consisted of beef, motion, ham, turkey, 
vegtables, bread and buii'ir, cheese, lua or 
coffee, plum pudding, induce pie and des- 
sert. Everything was of the very best 
quality, and was properly oooked, The 
serving began at five o'ulook, but fur fully 
a couple of hours before the time little 
knots of hungry and expectant men oon- 
gregated on Alexander Street, and the 
Army officials considerately opened tbe 
doors and allowed them to take eeate in 
the warm gallery opt of the damp, miser- 
able streets. In laet the'whole of the pro- 
ceedings were oharaoterfced hy a whole- 
souled spirit of Christian charity. 

At o'clock Major Bpocmor anuounocd 
that all was read}, and tho " boys " in the 
gallery made a rush for down stairs.

The 
rowdy element wus conspicuous by its 
absence, and ahhuugh tho dress and ap- 
pearance of many wan rough and shabby, 
the behaviour gomrally was good.

It waa a pleasing sight to witness how the 
hungry children, most of them with pale, 
pinched faces, enjoyed the capital dinner 
provided for them, and how tlioy made tho 
mince pies disappear was something won- 
derful, Al the second anting, as there 
were not sufficient women and children to 
nil tbe tables, a number of mon filled up 
the seats, and afterwards about 900 men 
devoured the fragments. During the pro- 
urees of the feast soras kind friends render- 
od national' music on tho piano. On 
Monday at 10 o'olook large quantities of 
Houpaud loaves of bread will bo distributed 
at the Salvation Temple, and also oast-off 
clothing givou away, The numbers of 
the Army have spared no trouble in their 
good work, and for the past few days sixty 
persons havo been working day and night 
making priinariuiomi.

Thuy arualmovi 
forced into tbe company of crowds of 
ungodly men at every halt, and (t is very 
doubtful whether they aro ever fairly at- 
tacked by a Salvation Army ofHuur or 
soldier, but they are only speoimens of 
plenty more men of all descriptions, living 
around you in circumstances, which make 
it pOBslblo for you to got at them, at any 
rale, for a few minutee at a time and made 
a downright assault upon them for God, If

Now, then, you who havo excebed your- 
self on tho plea that you are "never asked 
to do anything." I call upon you, in the
